Geyitlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a brief  report  on  the 
health  and.  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  Boroi'.gh  during  the  year 
1918. 


On  the  instructions  of  the  Local  Goverinncnt  Board,  the  report 
has  been  cut  doum  to  the  lozeest.  possible  diaiensions.  It  is  hoped, 
hnveever,  that  it  v'ill  be  possible,  later,  to  issue  a full  report 
dealing  veith  the  year  under  review. 

The  Birth  Rate  (12.73)  shows  a further  decrease  upon -the 
rate  for  1917,  being  a rcditciion  of  0.70  per  1,000.  It  is  the 
loveesi  rate  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough. 

The  Death  Rate  (19.13)  shows  an  increase  oj  3.14  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  as  compared  zvith  the  rate  for  1917.  This 
increase  is  due  to  the  large  nuniber  of  deaths  from  I nfluenza. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  increased  from  93  per  A, 000 
births  in  1917  to  110  per  1,000  in  1918.  I'he  average  rate  for  the 
prez'ious  10  years  zeas  127  per  1,000.

The  Infant  .Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  1918  shows  an 
increase  of  17  compared  with  the  corresponding  rate  for  1917. 
This  is  a reduction  of  17  on  the  mean  rate  for  the  preceding-  ten 

years. 

Deaths  from  Zyniotic  diseases  show  an  increase  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  viz.,  11,  compared -with  9 deaths  in  1917. 

Deaths  from  Respiratory  diseases  show  an  increase  of  9 
compared  with  the  previous-  year,  three  being  due  to  Bronchitis, 
ten  to  Broncho-Rneumonia,  and  eight  to  Pneumonia  (other  forms).

Inquests. — During  the  year  the  Coroner  (Mr.  S.  F.  Butcher) 
enquired  into  the  deaths  of  two  infants.  The  causes  of  death 
were  returned  as  follows  : — “ Accidentally  Suffocated  ”2. 

Uncertified  Deaths.— No  uncertified  deaths  of  children  under 
one  year  of  age  occurred  during-  the  year. 
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Illegitimacy. — 6.04  ])er  cent,  of  the  total  births  were  illet^^lti- 
niatc,  and  of  the  total  deatlis  of  children  under  one  year  of  ag'e 
7.50  per  cent,  were  of  illegitimate  children, = as  compared  v.ith 
11.11  per  cent,  in  1917.  'I'he  infant  mortality  amony^  leifitimate 
children  was  108  per  1,000  births,  whereas  amonp-  illegitimate 
children  it  was  136  per  1,000  births. 

Insurance.— 13,  or  16.25  per  cent.,  of  the  infants  who  died 
were  insured,  as  compared  with  30.55  per  cent,  in  the  year  1917. 

Influence  of  Feeding  on  Infant  Mortality. — During  the  year 
the  following  information  was  obtained  as  to  the  method  of  feeding 
of  671,  or  99.19  per  cent.,  of  the  674  infants  notified.  Of  these: 

557  were  breast-fed,  amongst  which  were  13'deaths,  i.e.,  2.33% 
73  ,,  bottle-fed  ' ,,  16  ,,  ,,  21.91% 

22  ,,  breast  and  bottle-fed  ' d-  >5  5,  18.18%

5 died  within  2-1  hours  of  birth. 

Of  the  so  deaths  which  have  been  recorded  ol  children  under 
one  year  of  age,  the  following  is  an  analysis  of  the  nature  of 
feeding  : —

21,  or  26.25  per  cent.,  were  f('d  naturally. 

5,  or  6.25  per  cent.,  were  ]:iartly  breast  and  partly  bottle 
fed.

8,  or  10.00  per  cent.,  died  almost  immediately  after  birth.

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xMOTHERS’  WELCOME. 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  the  Bury  Co-operative  Women’s 
Guild  opened  a “ Mothers’  Welcome  ” at  No.  12,  John  Street,  in 
November,  1916.  The  building-  contains  consulting  room,  play 
room  for  children,  tea  room  for  mothers,  weighing  room,  lava- 
tories, 

* V 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  children  attending  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  open  on  Thursday  as  well  as  Monday 
afternoon. 

During-  the.  year  the  Health  Visitors  made  a total  of  140 
attendances.  The  number  of  children  on  the  books  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  was  526,  and  this  had  increased  to  773  at 
the  end  of  the  twelve  months.  Full  records  are  kept  of  each  child, 
and  when  considered  necessary  the  child  is  examined  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  institution.  The  Corporation  Health 
Visitors  are  in  attendance  at  the  Welcome,  and  carry  out  the  home 
visiting-  of  the  babies.  No  treatment  is  carried  out  at  the 
institution,  but  where  the  child  requires  medical  attention  the 
mother  is  directed  to  consult  her  own  medical  man.

I,HS  notillcalions  w.erc  recci.ved  from  school  authorities  of 
cases  of  suspected  Infectious  Diseases.  Of  these  1,148  cases, 
934  were  cases  qf  suspected  Measles  (821  verified),  229  Chicken- 
pox  (155  verified),  9 Mumps  .(7  verified),  and  136  Whooping  Cough 
(113  verified).

Tuberculosis,  therefore,  was  responsible  for  82  deaths 
altogether,  which  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  1.60  per  1,000. 

In  other  words,  one  out  of  every  twelve  deaths  in  Pury  is  due 
to  some  form’  of  Consumption. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Tuberculosis)  REGULATIONS,  1912. 

Under  these  Reg-ulations,  118  primarv  notifications  have  been 
received  during  the  year,  93  being  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
25  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

Y’ith  the  exception  of  the  samples  of  milk  the  remainder  were 
informally  taken  samples. 

These  samples  were  all  carefully  examined.'  Seven  samples 
of  milk  were  found  to  have  been  adulterated.  The  other  samples 
were  found  to  be  genuine. 

Of  the  adulterated  milks  six  contained  added  water  varying 
from  3.6  per  cent,  to  20  per' cent.,  and  ouq  was  delicieiU  in  fat 
to  the  extent  of  16.7  per  cent.  In  all  these  cases  llie  vendors
